WAR PENSIONS 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
| PHOENIX, Dec. 26.—Congress- 
man Carl Hayden has written that, 
after years of effort, he finally has 
secured pensions of $20 a month 
for the surviving members of Com- 
pany B, First Battalion of Ari- 
zona Volunteers. The beneficiaries 
all are Maricopa Indians, resident 
on a small reservation a few miles 
southwest of Phoenix,. and are 
Cheroquis, once war chief of the 
tribe, Machte Gulack, known as 
Pantaloon, Wanatt Shoma, now 
known as Ramon White, Mosak 
jand Kotak. A like pension goes 
to Mary Juan of the Lehi Settle- 
rm near Mesa, widow of “oche 
ar. 

In the latter part of 1865, to take 
the place of the California Volun- 
teers, whose enlistments were en- 
piring, five organizations of Fed- 
erally organized Arizopa volun- 
teers were enlisted. "“hree of the 
companies, raised at Prescott, Tu- 
bac and Fort Mason, almost whol- 
ly had a Spanish-speaking person- 
nel. Company EK, Capt. H. H 
Washburn, marched from Tucson 
to North-Central Arizona and was 
a very effective force, under grave 
difficulties. 

Company B, of ninety-four men, 
was gathered at Maricopa Wells 
September 2, 1865, and was mus- 
tered out in the following. July. Its 
papers show it to have been com- 
manded by Lieuts. Thomas Bwing 
and Charles Reidt, with Cheroquis 
as nominal first sergeant. Company 
C was made up ef Pima Indians, 
including Chief Antonio Azul, who 
ranked as first sergeant. Ite first 
captain was the widely known Cali- 
fornia writer, J. Ross Browne. 
mustered in at San Francisco and 
credited to “Prescott, Socorro 
county, Arizona.” But he never 
served, and the active captain was 
John D. Walker, who spoke the 
Pima language well and who had 
a Pima wife. 4 Heutenant was 
William A. Hancock, who in 1871 
laid out the townsite of Phoenix. 
Walker led the two Indian bands 
on several effective forays against 
the Mohave Apaches of the north- 
ern mountains. The pensions will 
date from 1912 and are a very 
material sort of Christmas gift.

Former Consul Says Coast

Declares Market Service Aids 
Nation’s Farmers

as yet using the transportation fa- 
cilities offered by the Panama 
Canal to the fullest possible extent 
in his endeavors to obtain cheap- 
er freight rates, in the opinion of

“In this he has been encouraged 

by the government,” he observed, 
“the agricultural department up to 
a short time ago ing particu- 
lar stress on an increase of pro- 
duction, but paying little atten- 
tion to marketing. Fortunately, 
this situation has undergone 4 
change. With the recent estab- 
lishment of its market service, the 
government has 
ough study of t farmer's dis- 
tribution difficulties, with the re- 
sult that already there has been 
an appreciable improvement im 
conditions.” 
He called attention to the fact 
that California for the first time 
in its history this last year has 
been supplied with a sufficient 
number of cars to handle its farm 
products adequately. This he stated 
was a direct result of the efforts 
of the government market service 
and the car service committee of 
the American Raflway Association. 


PROBLEM is WEST'S 


“When it is remembered that 
more than half of the perishable 
products shipped in carload lots 
annually in this country originates 
west of the Mississippi River, it 
is easy to realize e extent to 
which distribution affects agricul- 
ture, and how perplexing is the 
problem of 
amount of material,” 

“It was entifely natural that such 
centers as Chicago, for instance, 
should become glufted with the 
produce shipped there. This was 
what happened before any effort 
was made to regulate the ship- 
ments. I am told that 10,000 car- 
loads a week of perishables have 
at times been received at the Chi- 
cago terminals. Perhaps — Hs 
third were unloaded there, the bal- 
ance being reconsigned to other 
points. Four and five different con- 
signments of the same car before 
it reached a final destination were 
eommon and there is one instance 
on record where a carioad of po- 
tatoes was reconsigned sixteen 
times. 

“This system was both slow and 
expensive, and was one of the rea- 
suns why the producer sometimes 
found his freight charges in ex- 
cess of the price he received for 
his shipment. The aim of the gov- 
ernment market service is to pre- 
vent such glutting of any one mar- { wee 
ket and provide such shipment reg- 
ulations as will enable the shipper 
to reach his market with the least 
possible loss of time and money.” 


DEVELOPMENT DANGER 


Speaking of the trend to over- 
production of farm products, im- 
pich remarked that in his opinion 
the tendency to open new agricul- 
tural sections and extend farming

The City Council yesterday postponed until Friday morning the 
taking of formal action approving a contract between the city and 
county governments whereby municipal police headquarters, Receiving 
Hospital, Police Courts and City Prosecutor's offices will be located in 
the new Hall of Justice Bullding now being completed at the north- 
east corner of Temple street and Broadway.
